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• SENATE OVERRIDES PRESIDENT'S 
VETO 


PENSION MEASURE 


FOR SPANISH WAR 


VETERANS STANDS 


ADMINISTRATION LEADERS 
HAVE HOPES HOUSE WILL 
FAIL IN SENATE ACTION 


WASHINGTON, June 2. 


(IP)—The senate today over- 
rode 
President 
Hoover's 


veto of the measure liberal- 
izing Spanish War veterans 
pensions. 


The vote was 61 to 18. 
This was nine more than the 
necessary two thirds majority to 
override a veto. 
The roll call showed 28 republl- 
licans joining a solid democratic 
lineup against the veto. 
The house must now vote on 


the veto, and leaders are more 
hopeful of sustaining the Presi- 
dent there. 
If the house sustains the veto, 


Chairman Knutson of the 
pen- 
sions committee is prepared to 
introduce 
immediately 
a 
modi- 


fied bill which he says has the 
approval of President Hoover. 
The vetoed measure calls for 


an outlay of about $11,000,000. Mr. 
Hoover objected to it on several 
points, including one that it al- 
lowed pensions to veterans who 
had acquired disease as a result

Mussolini has attracted attention 
again because of recent speeches 
in Northern Italy, wherein he warn- 
ed the world that Italy's independ- 
ence and Italy's future cannot be 
neglected and that, if occasion nec- 
essitated, the world would find that 
the Italian 
people 
would 
form 


themselves into a solid mass to de- 
fend Italian rights. 
In another speech he declared 
that there is nothing more Insult-

GRAF ZEPPELIN WILL LEAVE 
LATE MONDAY ON HOMEWARD 


TRIP OVER ATLANTIC OCEAN 


LAKEHURST, N. J., June 2.—(/P) 


—Having again received the hom- 
age of multitudes 
of air-minded 


Americans, 
the 
famous 
German 


dirigible Graz Zeppelin, was pre- 
pared today for its seventh trans- 
Atlantic crossing en route home on 
a voyage touching three continents 


Thousands of visitors streamed 


through the naval air station han- 
gar yesterday to gaze at the huge 
airship while 
workmen 
repaired 


broken struts and pumped fuel gas 
aboard to ha.ve the air linnr ready 
for its departure, set for 9 p. m., 
(E. S. T.) tonight. It is expected 
to fly over New York at 11 p. m. 


All that remained to be done 


before the dirigible sets out on her 
5.500 mile trip to Frledrichshafpn, 
Germany by way of Seville, Spain, 
was the replenishing of the simply 
of hydrogen in the lifting cells. 


Previous visits of the zeppelin 


seemed only to have intensified in- 
terest in the nirship, judging by thr> 
throngs which 
journeyed to the 


naval station by airplane, train, 
motor car and on foot to view it. 


Marshalled in long queques 
by 


marines and navy men. the visitors 
moved through the hangar in an 
unbroken line for 11 hours, gazing 


at the huge bag and peering into 
the cabins and gondolas. 


Two enlisted men from the crew 


of the U. S. navy dirigible Los An- 
geles, haev been invited to make 
the trip to Friedrichshafen as un- 
official members of the crew. W. 
A. Russell, chief machinists mate, 
and F. L. Peckham, chief boats- 
wain mate, hae been designated by 
ommander M. R. Pierce, command- 
ing officer of the station, to make 
the trip.

CHICAGO GANG WAR BREAKS 


OUT ANEW; FIVE DEAD AND 


FOUR SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 


CHICAGO, June 2.—(/P)—Multiple 


murder, raised to its high point St. 
Valentine's Day, 1920, passed anoth- 
er milestone yesterday. Three men 
were slain and two persons—one a 
woman—were wounded perhaps fa- 
tally. 


The killers used machine guns. 


An hour later and at a spot on 
North Clark street not half a mile 
from the scene of the Morgan gang 
massacre of last year, another ma- 
chie gun fussilade was fired, criti- 
cally wounding three others. 


Police said the attacks marked 


the opening of new, intense gang 
gunnery; and they had substan- 
tiation today when the body of a 
"ride" victim was found, propped 
against the alley wall of the Ital- 
ian Trust and Savings bank on 
Milwaukee aenue. 


Sunday's "little massacre" 
was 


at a resort hotel at Fo Lage, in 
the suburban area 
northwest of 


Chicago. 
The victims, belieed to 


have been members of the gang 
faction headed by the 
Druggan 


brothers, were seated at a. table on 
a glass enclosed 
porch. 
It was 


about one o'clock in the morning. 
Without warning, the machine gun 
attack was opened on them from 
outside, 
the 
bullets 
crashing 


through the glass. 


The dead: Michael Quirk, West 


Side gangster; Sam Pellar, identi- 
field as a West Side hoodlum; and 
Joseph Bertsche, 
whose brother, 


Barney, has been called a pioneer 
in Northside gang life. 


George Druggan, bother of the 


better known Terry, now in trou- 
ble with the 
federal government 


over his Income tax, was wounded 
so seerely In the machine gun at- 
tack, that it is 
unlikely he will 


survive.

Mrs. Vilen McGlnnis, 27, wife of

The subsequent gang attack, in

The body of the dire victim, found

before. The body, however, was not 
in the alley half an hour before it 
was discovered. 


Police, in 
predicting 
renewed 


gang gunnery, pointed to the slay- 
Ing Saturday of Philip Gnolfo and 
the wounding of his two compan- 
ions. That attack was in the "Val- 
ley" district. Gnolfo himself sus- 
pected as a killer, was aligned with 
the once powerful Genna gang, but 
police said he was known to have 
switched 
allegiance 
more 
than 


once. The Gennas were hostile to 
the Druggan camp. 


Though Druggan and Mrs. Mc- 


Ginnis refused 
to talk about the 


shooting, police were convinced an- 
other person was in the group at 
the time of the attack. This man, 
they were told by a waiter at the 
resort, loaded Druggan and 
the 


woman-into an automobile. Two 
hours later the pair were deliver- 
ed at the University of Chicago hos- 
pital. 40 miles awa.y

were each wounded four times.

URBANA, 111. (/P)—In the early 


evening In June the Great Dipper 
appears inverted high in the north- 
ern sky. 


Polaris, the pole star or north 
star, marks the end of the handle 
of the Little Dipper, a rather faint 
constellation with the exception of 
Polaris and the two stars on the 
side of the bowl away from the 
handle. 
It is the only constellation which 
remains always above the horizon 
everywhere in the United States. 


A third constellation in the north 
that is well placed for observa- 
tion at this season is Draco, the 
celestial Dragon.

vault, scooped up $10,900 
and escaped. 


The robbers .were waiting in- 


side the bank when Weldon Miller, 
cashier, entered a half hour before, 
the bank was to open for the day. 
They tied him up 'and threw him 
in a rear room. 


W. F. Miller, vice-president ar- 
rived a short time later. He also 
was bound up and thrown Into the 
same room. Roy O'Brien, bookkeep- 
er, wag the third employee to be 
overpowered. 


While the robbers waited for the 
time lock, a phone call came for 
.Miller. One of the paid said "he's 
not down yet" and huns up. 


The same bank was h,eld up in 
November. 1927, and 
robbed of 


$2000. Jack Long;, one of the two 
lobbers, was captured, tried and 
sentenced to 99 years imprison- 
ment, 


A check by bank officials reveal- 


ed tho robbers took $8500 in cur- 
lency and $2400 in liberty bonds. 


They forced Weldon Miller the 
cashier, to sit on a stool behind his 
cage, as if he wore working-, while 
others 
came 
into 
the 
bank. 


O'Brien, faced with 
a revolver 


thought the hold-up was a joke 
and not until one of 
the 
pair 


threatened him with his gun did 
he permit himself to be tied up. 


*One Familiar With Bank 


One of the pair seemed familiar 
ith the bank. As soon as the time 
ck permitted them to enter the 
first d'oors of the vault, he reach- 
f-d on a ledgo for a handle which 
opened an inside fireproof vault. 
They scooped up the currency but 
overlooked about $10,000 in cash. 


The robbers escaped in Weldon 
Miller's car which was parked in 
front of the bank after taking the' 
keys from Miller's pockets. 


Officers later learned that the 
two men who did the robbery pick- 
ed up a companion a number of 
blocks from the bank and then 
abandoned the stolen car and fled 
in another car in a northwesterly 
direction. 


A large number of officers were 


immediately dispatched to guard 
highways leading from Dallas and 
authorities of all nearby towns and 
citieg were notified end given de- 
scription of the robbers. 


Within a few minutes after the 


robbery the Mercantile National 
Bank sent money to the Grvind 
Avenue Bank so that the insti- 
tution could carry on its business 
without interruption.

"More than 
a month 
ago, on 


April 24, the house of representa- 
tives passed a measure for the re- 
lief of the disabled, after adding 
amendments which greatly increas- 
ed the expenditures requested in 
the original1 Johnson bill as report- 
ed by the Veterans' committee and 
as supported by ths American Le- 
gion. This legislation is now pend- 
ing in the senate. 


'The Legion has been, and still 
is, in favor of a conservative and 
constructive piece of legislation in 
keeping with the known deeds of 
our disabled, and at the same time 
in accordance with tho principles of 
economy. Likewise, the Legion is 
Jn favor of a practical plan of pro- 
cedure with reference :to pur dis- 
abled men's legislation. We believe 
in supporting legislation that can 
and will be enacted and approved, 
and thus become of benefit to oth- 
disabled. Proposed legislation as 
attractive as it may be, is of no 
benefit to the suffering comrade, 
unless it becomes 
effective 
by 
presidential approval. 
Need Immediate Relief. 


"Our disabled are in need of Im- 
mediate relief. 
Because 
of 
this 


need, the Legion 
supported 
the 
Johnson bill as it came originally 
from the Veterans' committee of 
the house. It would have benefit- 
ed some 84,000 disabled men. It 
would have cost, according to esti- 
mate, leas than one,hundred mil- 
lion dollars. It would likely have 
met with approval of the president. 
We were willing to go so far as to 
amend this bill in order to reduce 
the, cost, if necessary to receive 
presidential approval. We want im- 
mediate relief for these veterans. 
What the disabled need is imme- 
'diote and material assistance and 
not a lot of idealistic 
proposals 


which have no chanceof maturing 
for years to come. 
The original 
Johnson bill ig not perfect, but it 
would give needed assistance. Per- 
fecting amendments 
could 
have 


been offered later without endan- 
gering the present approval of the 
basic provisions of the 
Johnson 


bill. 


"The Legion is a practical and 


unselfish organization, interested in 
our disabled and our country alike, 
and desirous of rendering service 
in keeping with a conservative and 
constructive program. 


Outlook Brighter. 
"It Is our hope, therefore, that a 


splendid piece of legislation will be 
agreed upon as a result of senator- 
ial consideration, and thus make It 
possible for our disabled to receive 
immediately the benefits of 
such 


legislation. 


"The delay already hag been too 


long. 
In the name 
of the dead 


whose memory is sacred to us, and 
in the name of the living heroes to 
some of whom even death would 
be a relief, may we oak that con- 
gress, that the senate 
and 
the 


house of representatives, give these 
disabled heroes the same attention, 
which the American people on this 
day pay to those who have passed 
to their reward." 


The national commander pictur- 


ed the injustice of delay In provid- 
ing proper hospitillzation and care 
for the disabled.

Month; Special Changes Few 


New York, May 30,—(^P)—Dun's review this week will say; 


With the added restraints of holiday interruption and of unsea- 
sonable weather over a considerable area, repression of busi- 
ness activities has continued the rule. Another month is end- 
Ing much as it began, with few changes of special significance, 
and more than the usual repetition is necessary in reviewing: 
the general situation. The state of inertia and indecision, al- 
though lesa pronounced in some instances, extends to many 
branches of enterprise, while financial movements reflect sim- 
ilar characteristics. The securities markets are favored by con- 
spicuous monetary ease, but are more sensitive now to trade 
trends, there being an increasing disposition to take cognizance 
of actual 'existing conditions. Appraisals made on the basis 
of future prospects bear a confident tone and the latent eco- 
nomic reserve power is'considered reassuring, but the absence 
of a broad and decisive revival is the controlling factor at pres- 
ent. Cautious policies are being closely adhered to in most 
quarters, with a strong disinclination to operate beyond Immed- 
iate or early needs, and the lack of vigorous demands serves 
to accentuate the recession in commodity prices.
